“Gentlemen, there is another view of 
California. California is the storm cen- 
ter, the great commencing place of all 
the political and all the great events 
that have bappened during the past 
forty years which have controlled and 
governed the history of our country. It 
was here in California that the contro- 
versy about the extension of slavery 
first gave rise to the important events 
which have changed somewhat the his- 
tory of our country.
